EDISOI OPERATIC ARTISTES 
by SYD GRAY 


JAQUES URLUS is the subject of this months 
article. This celebrated Dutch tenor was 
bom In Aachen In I867 and died In 
Noordwljk In 1935. He made his debut at 
Amsterdam and was regarded as a great 
Interpreter of Wagnerian roles, appearing 
In many noted opera houses In Wagnerian 
operas, He appeared In Boston with the 
Boston Opera Con^)any in 1912, and Is bel- 
ieved to have made tests for Edison at 
about this time, His Edison recordings seem 
to have been mde at various recording 
sessions and his first was held at Edlson*s 
London studios In July 1914 .Subsequently 


his appearances In recording sessions were 
in 1916 and 1917# In the U.S.A. studios. 
There seems to have been some remake titles 
of the 1914 series, made in 1915# probably In 
London again. 

These Edison recordings catch his voice in 
its prime and his records hold their own 
with other celebrated tenors of the day, He 
very seldom ventured Into singing In 
Italian, so the majority of his recordings 
are in German, He also recorded for H,M,V, 
and Polydor,as well as leaving us a few 
very scarce Pathos,

The second Canterbury Hall was built 
around the first, and the whole v/as opened 
cn the 20th. Dec. 1654» Operatic selections 
were also Included upon the blll,and it 
was at the Canterbury that Gounod *s » Faust* 
and the name of Offenbachwfere intredueed 
to England. In those far off days there 
were many stars whose names are unfamiliar 
new, because we have no recordings of them, 
Sam Conell was foremost among them, solo, and 


salacious duets with Ferdy Jonghmans, the 
musical direct or. During the I850*s there 
started one Sara Vagg who later became Sam 
Collins, the builder of the famous Collins* 
Music Hall.Mackney began there. There was also 
Tom Mac lagan, the Scot who could sing any type 
of song,dance or play the fiddle. He was still 
performing In the ’Nineties* successfully at 
the Britannia and the Lyceum* 

John W. Sharp was said to have been one of

the funniest comedians who ever appeared 
on any stage died In the worldipuse at 
Dover in I85S at the age of 38, presuanbly 
falling to the attacks of Bacchus as 
various unwise great stars did^ 

The next step forward at the 
Canterbury w^s in 1856 when the fine Art 
Gallery was opened, where patrons enjoy 
some good paintings. For their other 
pleasure they could buy a meal consisting 
of a dcr.en oysters with bread & butter 
or a chop v/ith baked potatoes; either 
ccsi^ing one shilling^ The ChristnBS prior 
to this, Horton had presented a dramatic 
sketch, and was soon In the Magistrates* 
Court for invading the licensed privilege 
of the ^legitimate* theatres. This was the 
first of many such encounters he had 
until the law was changed. After this 
first appearance, it is interesting to 
note tfBt *The TIiibs* accepted advertise- 
ments for the Canterbury. The only music 
hall to be so honoured. 

Then, in 1859, Mortal, in partner- 
ship with PYederlck Stanley, his brother- 
in-laWjbought the ancient public house in 
Oxford Street, the Boar & Castle*. This v/as 
demolished and upon its site v/as built 
the Oxford Music IIall.lt opened on 26th. 
March I86l,at a cost of £35,000. It held 
1,800. The opening caste Included Cliarles 
Santley,Hiss RRusse 11, Edward mrshall(of 
*Tw'o Gendarmes* fame, later), and a cornet 
1st Levy. Early comics at the Oxford were 
Jolly Joiin Nash, Alfred Vance (who rescued 
many from drink, including the vicar who 
b^irSed him), Fred French, Harry Liston, 
Harry Rickards,and the legendary George 
Leybourne.At the hand of Charles Morton, 
with such giants, xvas the term ”Llon 
ComlquG’* bom,and justifiably so. 


It was Merton who first shaved the 
**naughty** dance, The Can Can, In his original 
troupe wes Sara Wright, who later became 
*Wiry Sal* and whose high kicks eaused som 
deal of trouble to The Aliiarabra. 

So runs the catalogue of the original 
Oxford, standing on the site now occupied 
by Lyons* Corner House in Oxford Street near 
its junction v/ith Tottenham Court Road. 

It was burned dcwn on ICth. February, 1868, 
to rise like the phoenix. 

Morton also held open-air concerts at 
the Crystal Palace and the North Woolwich 
Gardens. 

In 1870, Horton bought the PhillBrmonic 
Music Hall at Islington. Many a Iterations, and 
a new stage were accomplishedand an added 
attraction v/ere bov/1 Ing alleys and billiards 
saloon. He produced ”Chilperlt*’, "The Grand 
Duchess", but on encountering tlie v/rath of 
the law, applied for, and obtained, a full 
theatrical llcenee.At this timelllss Emily 
Soldene came in to direct these major 
musical shows. Together they introduced to 
England "Genvieve de Brabant", in which 
Felix Bury and Edward Marsliall v/ere the two 
gendariQBs.This was In November I87I# 

During the *seventies* George Grossmith 
the Third, of whom we have read previously in 
these pages, entertained with his mcnolcgues 
and sketches. 

In 1873, ’’Fleur de Lys" by Delibes was 
produced at the Philharmonic, but at its 
closing, Morton retired from the mnagershlp. 
Later that year he began a season in partner 
ship with John Hollingshead at the Gaiety. 
They epened wl th "La Fille de Madame Angot", 
Emily Soldene and Felix Bury were again in 
the caste. This same musical comedy was trans 
f erred tc the Opera Comique. 


A VISIT TO THE EDISON BELL CONPANY In 1^7 


21 


To give this essentially British company Its 
full title we have to speak of the Edison 
Bell Consolidated Phonograph Company Limited* 
It was cradled In litigation and nurtured 
On competltlon,and has become a lusty stajAart 
by the concentration of the minds cf the 
talking machine experts who control its des 
tiny, Mr. James E.Hougii,the general manager* 
began his experiences In the dim and distant 
past when an outfit cost £100 or mere, and 
every record was a master, and most of the 
prominent heads of the company's departments 
have been long associated v;ith the business* 

We must hev/ever deal with the present. 

The date of the company's inception, sotsen 
years ago, is wrapped in the mystery of seem- 
ing centurles.lt was some three years ago,' 
oust about the time the gold-moulding process 
was perfected, tint the company liad tj cast 
about for new premises suitable fer the 
tremendous grev^th uf the trade. Cp tc that 
time they had been making the records in tlie 
old fashioned system^within the precincts of 
The City (Lend on). Looking about they discovered 
an impressive factory in Glengall Road, 
Peckham.It was further enlarged. In the base- 
ment of the principal building, running 
parallel with Glengall Road, are the pclishlng 
punching, and shearing roomsi^iwlth a big area 
for the storage of raw materials. On what id 
the right of the ground floor, are the offices 
of Hr. G, Garrard, the head of the engineering 
department, with a very large store of 
material for the recording departiiient.On the 
other side we find the general offices. In 
the right angle caused by the addition we 
have the moulding rooms, controlled by 
Hr.W.J. Purse, which produce about 200,000 
cylinders weekly. 


Returning to the long portion of the build- 
ing, the first flooD is the general nBchine 
room. PI lied with machinery for making the 
Immense number of parts that go to form 
an up-to-date phonograph, 1 t is interesting 
as a scene of busy life. Those who care for 
pictmres cannot fail to be impressed by 
the tremendous development of the Talking 
Machine Industry. A fe w hard figures will 
add to this Impression. The firm employs 
over 400 persons; they do all the milling, 
drilling, nickel plating, electric mounting, 
and mixing of the wax compositions on the 
premises, and nearly every portion of the 
well-known machines cf the company have their 
genesis in these bulldings.The top floor of 
the portion on the left is devoted tc the 
difficult business cf matrix maklng,and the 
fitting, or assembling shop, on the other side 
of the top floor is filled with a series of 
the most complicated machinery, automti rally 
turning cut the infinite number cf screws and 
tiny parts necessary for the machines. 

It is enly right that we should mention 
the other important centres of the company's 
industry. There is 'Edisonia' in Euston ROAD, 
for instance, under the capital mB.nagement 
of Mr.W.P, Robb ins, two large buildings of 
four and five storeys respectively, in which 
the irailtifarious duties concerned with the 
placing of the products cn the market are 
carried on. On the top florr there is the 
home rf the recording staff under 
Mr . C , R . J nims t one , re c erd i ng supe r i nt endant , and 
Mr, H. Hesse, mts leal director, with rooms for 
bands, fer vocal records, writing rooms etc. 

In addition there is a great stock of 'roaster 
records* amounting to thousands of pounds. 
Many a master is made that for some reason 
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or other is imperfect^ but .nly the very 
best Is used# 

Charing Cross Road depot is the head- 
quarters of the company -one of the most 
gorgeously appointed saloons in the trade 
is the first impression of the visitor, 
and from their the manifold ramifications 
of the business extend. Mr. James E. Hough 
hold court here in his private off ice, and 
Hr.Willis is the capable and genial 
manager. Here also Is to be found Mr.F.Fox^ 
the secretary of the company. 


At Cheapslde we find the City branch under 
the ch^irge of Mr.A.E, Limb, one of the stalwarts 
of in the trade. Glasgow is another centre, 
with a very fine wharehouse devoted to Edison 
Bell products. 

With this short description we leave a 
notice of one of the most important companies 
upholding the British side cf the trade, 
and whose head, Mr.J.E. Hough, never fails to 
Impress upon the public the fact tlat in our 
little Isles we can hold our own with the 
best.

OUR ILLUSTRATIONS 


Mr.Murray-’Harvey very kindly sent along 
some photographs which he had taken of 
various machines which he has In his 
collect Icn. The front cover gives us 
a clcse-up cf the Cclumbia portrayed 
Inside the title ccver.lt plays two- 
minute cylinders cnly,and if we nay 
identify it from plate XI I/D cf "From 
Tinfoil to Sterec”,lt is Graphophcne 
«NcW Leader" Type BKT of 1906, which 
sold originally at 35 dollars. As most 
me Idlers will kna;, Columbia machines had 
nEiny variants within each type. I think 
Mr. Chew has nav, counting the various 
mcdlficatlons, listed over fifty differ 
-ent Columbia models. Reverting to the 
close-up picture, Mr. Harvey draws cur 
attenticn to the four oiling - holes 
which can be seen In the end of the 
mndrel. These v/ere a standard feature 
Graphophones which had their motor 
below the deck. Small pipes carry the 
eil to the bearings of the notcr. 


Inside the back cover we have a view of an Edls^ 
<Firesida», This Is a very reliable model and was 
the best in the "cheap" range of nachines^ being 
more dependable than the ’Standard* its close 
rival. Our picturo shews it being used with a »Mcdel 
Model C reproducer. 

The very last picture shews Mr. Edward Murray-Harvey 
with some ef his collect ion. On the extreme right is 
the *Flreslde» with the horn supported upon an 
exceptionally IcBig stand. The centre of the picture 
Is dominated by an E.M.G. disc gramophone. The 
enormity of the horn, painted >Papler-mach« * can only 
be appreciated when It towers above your head] (l-Ie 
have one member who had to buy a large car in order 
to convey his E.M.G, gramophone] ]), On the stool we see 
a couple of 'Cameraphones*. These very compact 
machines open out to play discs. This was presumably 
the model to take on picnics - I can think of no 
quicker way to destroy records.*] As well as phono- 
graphs and table or console gramophones, Mr. Murray- 
Harvey possesses a comprehensive collection of 
"poratble gramophones" of such makes as Decca and 
Columbia.

This early 'British issue' deserves a nlcho 
In the temple of cylinder faine for Its 
perfect dlcj?lon.In clear ringing tone 
Stanley Kirkbey tells the epic story of the 
deeds of heroism and sacrifice In Captain 
Scott's famous South Polar exploration of 
over half a century ago. 

One of the heroes specially commem- 
orated Is Lawrence Cates (1880 - 1912),who 
joined the Antarctic Expedition In 1910 and 
accompanied Scott In his dash to the South 
Pole. On the return the party was snow-bound 
and on 17th Harch, 191 2, Oates, crippled with 
frost-bite, went out alone to die, rather 
than be a burden to his comrades.

A WORD ON THE PI AJ^ 

From the packet coitaiulng an Edison Diamond Disc. 


Musical Instruments, the strirjgs of which 
were struck or plucked, were amoTig the 
earliest of art Invent Ions. Egyptian 
remains show pictures of performers play- 
ing upon the larp. In the book of Genesis 
there Is mention of a klnnor^ which was 
either a small harp a or a lyre. There is 
frequent mention of the dulcimer In the 
Bible. The instrument was struck with 
harfimers,and was veiymuch like the 
Hungarian zirabalon.The ancient Gi^rjolcs were 
familiar with an Instrument called the 
monochord, which was a string stretched a 
across a sounding board, the tone of which 
was regulated by a movable bridge for div- 
iding the string at different points. The 
monochord, harp and dulcimer all contj^lb- 
uted to the evolution of the modern piano. 


Perhaps the most Important step toward the 
creation of the pianoforte was the device 
a keyboard. In all probability the keyboard 
originated with the organ. In any event, a key- 
board of sixteen keys Is said to have been 
part of an organ built in the cathedral of 
Magdeburg at the close of tiie eleventh centsry. 
Its first application to the piano type of 
instrument Is lost in obscurity. First mention 
of the clavichord and harpsichord Is found in 
a musical work written by Eberhard Cersne in 
l404.The chief difference between these 
Instruments was that the strings of the 
clavichord were struck, and those of the 
harpsichord were plucked* Playing theclavl-’ 
chord one used a touch In which pressure 
was predominant, thus producing a sort of 
portamento effect, unobtainable on the

liarpsi chord* Bach preferrad tha clavichord, 
Handel, Scarlatti and Mozart were devoted 
to the harpsichord. 

The hamoer action Invented by 
Bartolomeo Cristof orl, (bom at Padua 
Z|th,ttay, 1653# caused the clavichord to be 

lupeml^Si^^^^he type of Instrument rni tlie 
order of the modem plane. 

His revolutionary Invention was nade known 
to the world In I7II, It was knewn as the 
»plano e forte», which translated Into English 
simply means sof and Icud.Owlng to the 
Inability of the harps I chard players to 
acquire the proper touch, this Instrument 
fell Into disuse In Italy; but In Germany 
found favour and further develapment. 

Originally, the device which enabled 
the volume #f the pianoforte to be ehanged 
was ”two Iren springs, ornamented with 
copper knebs. In that part tf the chest 
nearest the bass. In arder to move these 
springs It was necessary that the player 
should use his left hand, and ccnsequently
